BRITAIN ACCEPTS RUSSIAN P 


Triple Armed 
Alliance Now | 
Is Announced 


LONDON, May 5.—The 
government today accept- 
ed Soviet Russia's propo- 
sal to form a British- 
French - Russian military 
alliance and offered a sup- 
plementary plan for sup- 
porting Poland and Ru- 
mania against possible ag- 
gression. 
Details of the supplement- 
ary plan, designed to over- 
come Polish and Rumanian 
objections to receiving aid di- 
rectly from the Soviet gov- 
ernment, were not disclosed. 
It was understood the project- 
ed alliance would provide that 
Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia undertake to go to the aid of

the Far East, for instance, if Rus- 
sia were attacked by Japan.

MONTREAL, May 5.—En route 
to a new home in Finland, a group 
of 40 emigrants selied from this 
port Wednesday in the Canadian 
Pacific vessel Beaverford. Despite 
the bright sunshine all the trav- 
ellers boarded the ship clad in fur 
coats—for they were prise breed 
Canadian muskrats. 

The shipment is the first of its 
kind in three years, and when the 
animals reach the end of their 
journey they will be taken over by 
the Finnish department of agricul- 
ture for breeding purposes. Several 
times in the past few years attempts 
have been made to ship muskrats to 
Finind but weather conditions have 
failed. For, a temperamental crea- 
ture in some ways, the muskrat 
travels best.in spring, just about the 
time the ice would be breaking up 
in his natural home, the lakes. An- 
other of his travel necessities is 
darkness, so when the four crates, 
each divided into ten “personal” 
compartments, were stowed aboard 
the Beaverford, a tarpaulin was 
thrown over them to exclude any 
extra brightness.

Non-established dealers, or per- 
fons trading in lumber,. fruit, 
vegetables, garden produce, fish 
and coal who do not operate a 
Proper headquarters in the city, 
will be required to pay a license 
of $300 a year if a bylaw ap- 
Proved by the civic bylaws com- 
mittee Thursday is passed by 
city council. 

A delegation of wholesale fruit 
and vegetable dealers appeared be- 
fore the committee to protest 
against transient truckers coming in 
with loads of fruit from British 
Columbia and the United States. 
They had no objection to any per- 
gon setting up a regular service for 
delivery of fruit, they said, but the 
occasional trucks of fruit disrupted 
the whole trade. They felt a $300 
license was not too large a fee for a 
person or concern running a regu- 
lar service. 


COUNSEL EXPLAINS 

“These hit-and-miss truckers 
Came into Calgary last year and, 
with good roads, they are sure to be 
in Edmonton this year,” it was 
stated by Ald. A. Blair Paterson, 
who appeared as counsel for the 
fruit dealers, He is not a member 
of the bylaws committee 


The bylaw which the committee 
approved exempts from this 
licensing provision the peddling 
of any Alberta-produced goods 
provided they are peddied by the 
producer or his employee. 

Applications for licenses shall be 
referred by the license inspector to 
city commissioners, who must in- 
quire into the status of the appli- 
cants. Refusal by commissioryrs to 
grant a license may be appealed to 
city counsel. 

A transient trader, 
without a license, will be subject to 
a fine of $100 and costs, not more 
or less. 


FRUIT DEALERS 

In the delegation were represen- 
tatives of all the wholesare fruit 
and vegetable dealers in the city, 
H. H. Cooper Ltd., Brown Fruit, 
Macdonald's Consolidated Lid., Na- 
tional Fruit Co., Royal Fruit Whole- 
sale, Scott Fruit Co., Western Groc- 
ers Lid. 

It was submitted by Mr. Pater- 
fon that these dealers were en- 
titled to protection from persons 
trucking fruit into the city, op- 
erating without a license and dis- 
rupting trade by irregular deliv- 
ery. 

The dealers making the submis- 
sions pay $420,329 in annual salar- 
jes, have an investment in land and 
buildings of $817,102, pay annual tax 
on land and buildings of $19,525 
and business tax of $6,449, pay $12,- 
435 for utilities, and $343 as licenses 
for trucks, the committee was in- 
formed.

| READY TO EXPLAIN 
He said that although he was 
|} ready to explain to Germany the} 
}real nature of the British guaran- 
tees, the German ambassador did| 
| not give him a chance until today. 
Observers saw special  signifi- | 
}cance in Beck’s unexplained refer- 
ence to the “various other allu- | 
| sions” which he said were made in 


conversations with the German | 
| government. These allusions, he) 
| declared “reached far wider and | 


| further than subjects now under | 
consideration” and he reserved the | 
right to “return to this matter if | 
necessary.” 

It was believed in some quar- 
ters that Beck referred to pro-

MOST REASONABLE 

Diplomatic observers in War- | 
saw characterized the address with | 
such terms as: “most reasonable” | 
and “a remarkable combination of 
firmness and finesse.” 

The general opinion was that it 
wes a strong but entirely states- 
manlike declaration, It was assert- 
ed it could not be regarded as in 
any way detracting from the digni- 
ty of Hitler's position.

learn subsequently that it has 
been regarded as a refusal of ne- 
gotiations—I have to ask myself | 
what is the real aim of it all? 


WON'T BE BARRED 

“Is it the freedom of the German 
population of Danzig, which is not 
menaced, or matters of prestige— 
or is it a matter of barring Poland | 
from the Baltic, from which Poland 
will not let herself be barred?” 

As regards the corridor which 
Beck described as “ancient Polish 
land, with an insignificant percent- | 
age of German colonists,” he said: | 
“We have given the German | 
reich all railway facilities; we have 
allowed its citizens to travel with-| 
out customs or transport formalities | 
from the reich to East Prussia. We! 
have suggested the extension of | 
these facilities to road transport. | 
And again the question appears—| 
What is the real aim of it all?” 

Again reverting to his firm at- 
titude as regards Poland's territor- 
ial integrity, Beck declared: “We 
have no reason to obstruct the Ger- | 
man citizens in their communica- 
tion with their eastern province. 
But we have on the other hand no 
grounds whatever for restricting 
our sovereignty on our own terri- 
tory. 


ALL ONE-SIDED 

“In the first and second instance, 
that is in the matter of the future 
of Danzig and of the communica- 
tions from Pomorze, it is still a 
case of one-sided concessions, whith 
the government of the reich seems 
to be demanding from us. 

“A self-respecting nation does 
not make one-sided concessions, 
Where is the reciprocity? It looks 
rather vague in the German pro- 
posals.” 

In a further allusion to the ques- 
tion of Danzig and the corridor, 
Beck declared: “In his speech the 
Chancellor of the Reich proposes as 
a concession on his part the recog- 
nition and definite acceptance of 
the existing frontier between Poland

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They Deserve Help 


It is good news from Ottawa that Do- 
minion help may be forthcoming for the 
courageous people in the Peace River dis- 
trict who have undertaken to build for 
themselves a highway outlet through 
Monkman Pass, A sub-committee of the 
cabinet has been appointed to study the 
project, what it involves, what the prob- 
able benefits would be, what measure of 
assistance is needed, whether this can be 
given without creating a trouble-breeding 
precedent, whether the provincial authori- 
ties of Alberta and British Columbia would 
feel reflection was cast upon them if the 
Dominion aided the settlers. 

It is to be hoped the decision will be 
favorable, and that help in generous mea- 
sure will be the result. Those in best po- 
sition to judge, who have put time and 
money into the project, have no doubt 
that it will be well worth the cost. And 
even if the benefits were doubtful or over- 
estimated, a group of people who have 
spunk enough to make such a fine effort 
in self-help deserve encouragement and 
practical support. 

What these people have done might 
well be called to the attention of those 
high-placed slackers in the industrial and 
business system to whom the Minister of 
finance addressed some words of entreaty 
in his budget speech. If the spirit of 
these volunteer highway-builders pre- 
vailed throughout Canada it would be 
the most prosperous and contented coun- 
try on earth today. 


———— 


Alberta Came Second 


From 1934 to the end of 1938 the Do- 
minion Government has made grants to 
the four western provinces for highway 
construction totalling $7,469,440, and in 
addition has paid $5,859,254 toward the 
cost of highway work undertaken as re- 
lief measures. A total of more than $13,- 
000,000 has thus been voted outright from 
the federal treasury for the building of 
roads in these four provinces. 

Besides these grants, the three prairie 
provinces have received loans for high- 
way construction amounting to $3,385,875 
from the Dev union. 

The highway grants were apportioned 
among the provinces in these amounts: 
Manitoba, $1,299,405; Saskatchewan, 
$579,324; Alberta, $2,275,000; British Col- 
umbia, $3,315,711. 

Dominion money also was paid for 
highway relief work as follows: Manitoba, 
$3,269,811; Saskatchewan, $1,064,711; Al- 
berta, $976,709; British Columbia, $1,- 
548,043. 

Highway loans from 
total: Manitoba, $827,500; 
$1,508,375; Alberta, $1,059,000; 
Columbia, nil. 

The amounts given outright to the pro- 
vinces for highway use were: Manitoba, 
$4,669,236; Saskatchewan, $1,644,095; 
Alberta, $3,251,709; British Columbia, $4,- 
863,754.

Alberta thus came second among the 
four provinces in the amount of money 
given to it by the Dominion for high- 
way construction; and second also in the 
total amount of federal money granted 
and loaned for highway-building. 


Western Freight Rates Again 


Dr. Young, member for Saskatoon, 
told parliament about some of the incon- 
sistencies and inequalities of western 
freight rates, with which western people 
are only too familiar but which to eastern 
members must have sounded ! a com- 
pilation of ingenious absurdities. He 
dealt in particular with the rate arrange- 
ment that results in oil being sold cheap- 
er in Montreal than it is in western cen- 
tres, despite proximity of the latter to 
the Turner Valley field. 

The recital confirms the impression 
that what is called the rate-structure is 
not a “structure” at all, but a growth, re- 
sembling in its eccentricities the meander- 
ings of a grape vine. Distance apparent- 
ly has sometimes little to do with the 
charges for hauling goods, direction a 
good deal to do, and the governing prin- 
ciple seems to be to charge whatever the 
traffic can be made to bear without kill- 
ing it. 

The idea that traffic could be encour- 
aged to grow if rates were equalized as 
Rempeen east and west baulsa, and calcu- 
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lated on some understood basis in respect 
to distance, does not appear to play any 
great part in the rate-makers’ calcula- 
tions. Which accounts in large measure 
for western railways having lost short- 
haul traffic almost entirely, and middle- 
distance traffic in large proportion, to 
highway carriers. 

Western freight rates are due for a 
general overhaul, in the interest of the 
railways themselves, as well as that of the 
public. Since the railway managements 
do not recegnize the need, or have not 
done so, parliament ought to start action; 
not with a view to increasing the diffi- 
culties of the railways, but to extricate 
both them and their patrons from the 
hampering effects of schedules of rates 
which, like Topsy, “just growed,” — and 
“growed” quite as irrationally, 


Exit Litvinoff 


The retirement of Maxim Litvinoff 
would arouse international interest at any 
time, for he has been a prominent figure 
in European diplomatic circles ever since 
the close of the world war, and has done 
more than any other man to break the 
“world revolution” tradition and create 
confidence abroad that Russia no longer 
aims at the subversion of the govern- 
mental systems of other countries. Com- 
ing at this juncture his retirement must 
excite interest strongly tinged with mis- 
giving, if not with apprehension. 

Wednesday it was announced that 
Litvinoff, Bonnet and Halifax were to 
meet at Geneva on May 15th, to iron out 
the difficulties standing in the way of the 
proposed defensive alliance between Rus- 
sia, France and Britain. The following 
day came news that he had been “re- 
leased” as commissar of foreign affairs— 
“at his own request”. The qualifying 
phrase may mean much or nothing. It 
may mean that he quit because he found 
his hands tied; or that he was “fired” with 
the customary privilege of making his re- 
tirement appear to be voluntary. 

In either case, the implication is unfa- 
vorable from the standpoint of the anti- 
aggression countries. This inference may 
be wrong; perhaps Stalin has grown impa- 
tient at the slow progress of negotiations 
and wants to hurry the course of events. 
But unless this is shown to be the case, 
the significance is a suggestion of drastic 
change in Russia’s foreign policy; a 
change either to an attitude of complete 
aloofness, or to actual adherence to the 
Berlin-Rome-Tokyo axis. 

Whether this is the explanation of Lit- 
vinoff’s retirement, or whether it means 
that Stalin wants to move faster toward 
stabilizing peace than Litvinoff was pre- 
pared to go, the future will show. Mean- 
time the democratic peoples and their 
allies can only guess—and hope.

Remember Von Papen? 


Most people, we suppose, remember Franz 
Von Papen, the man Hitler is now sending to 
Turkey as “ambassador for special services,” for 
his sinister record in Austria. How many re- 
member him for his not less sinister record 
when in the United States in the early part of 
the Great War as Military Attache to the Ger- 
man Embassy? 

In 1916 the New York World and Providence 
Journal charged that Von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, acting through Captain Von 
Papen, was attempting to finance industrial 
sabotage in the United States, the aim being to 
prevent the Allies from getting American muni- 
tions. The chief actors named in the conspiracy 
(millions of dollars of German money were 
mentioned) were Von Bernstorff, Von Papen and 
Dr. Hugo Albert, chief fiscal agent of Germany 
in the United States. 

Subsequently there came into the hands of 
the United States Government incriminating let- 
ters written by Von Papen, and, worse than that, 
Von Papen's cheque book. There were cheques 
providing for payments to a forger of passports; 
a cheque showing payment of $100 to a German 
spy who committed suicide in England a year 
before; a cheque for $700 for Von Horn, the 
man supposed to have made the attempt on the 
Vanceboro bridge, in Canada; two cheques for a 
man who was subsequently charged with con- 
spiracy to blow up the Welland Canal. 


Later a German agent, H. Von der Goltz, 


under arrest, issued this statement: 


“I met Von Papen. I was asked my 
opinion of a scheme suggested by a certain 
Schumacher for raiding Canadian towns on 
the coast of the Great Lakes with a motor 
boat armed with machine guns. I was also 
requested to assist in a scheme for the in- 
vasion of Canada by a force recruited from 
the reservists in the United States, aided by 
German warships then on the Pacific. This 
scheme, which was proposed by Von Papen 
and Boy-Ed, later was abandoned on the ad- 
vice of Bernstorff. Next, Von Papen asked 
me to confer with two Irishmen, who pro- 
posed the dynamiting of railway junctions, 
gtain elevators, and the locks of the canals 
connecting the Great Lakes. It was hoped 
thus to terrify Canada from aiding the 
Mother Country.” 


Finally, after much other evidence against 
Von Papen, the Government of the United 
States, through Secretary of State Lansing, 
gave out the following: 

“Because of what the Government con- 
siders improper activities in military and 
naval matters, it has requested the immedi- 
ate recall] of Captain Boy-Ed and Captain 
Von Papen, Naval and Military Attache, re- 
spectively, to the German Embassy here, as 
they are no longer acceptable to this Gov- 
ernment.” 

Thus the man who, after his Nazi spadework 
in Austria, now goes to Turkey.—Ottawa 
Journal, 


The War Scare Halts Business 


The crisis in Europe in March and the recur- 
rence of similar incidents during April, have had 
a most disturbing effect on world economic con- 
ditions. All through the winter, it was taken for 
granted that, with the arrival of spring, the up- 
ward trend in business activity general in the 
latter months of 1938, would be resumed. The 
decline since last November, as indicated by the 
official indexes compiled in Canada, the United 
States and Great Britain, was not great and the 
outlook early in the year was considered gen- 
erally favorable. But all countries have felt the 
impact of the blow dealt by Germany in the an- 
nexation of Czecho-Slovakia—stcurity markets 
throughout the world have been unsettled, de- 
mand for many products curtailed, international 
trade restricted and extension programs post- 
poned. Armament production alone has been 
stimulated and many countries have hastily 
adopted plans for greatly increased output. Gen- 
erally, however, business has been hesitant; re- 
covery has made but little headway and cannot 
be expected to do'’so without some improvement 
in the international situation. 

Economic conditions in Canada dates the 
first two months of 1939 showed a moderate im- 
provement over the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. The level of productive activity, 
as measured by the official index of the physical 
volume of business, averaged approximately 
three per cent higher—112.4 as compared with 
109.3 in 1938. 

In the United States, rapid expansion in busi- 
ness activity was general until November, the 
volume of industrial production as measured by 
the index of the Federal Reserve Board rising 
from a low of 75 reported for May and June to 
103. In December the seasonal reduction in oper- 
ations caused a decline of the index to 98, where 
it remained for January and February, although 
normally an advance is anticipated for the latter 
month, 

The business outlook in Great Britain was 
considered more promising at the beginning of 
the year and, until the middle of March a large 
section of the British business world had, with 
some justification, taken the view that recovery 
was on the way after nearly two years of decline 
and hesitation 

The March returns showed a real upward 
trend, but were based on conditions just before 
the German annexation of Czecho-Slovakia, and 
therefore do not reflect the consequences of the 
latest crises. Whether the renewed unsettlement 
has caused a further set-back in recovery wil! 
not be apparent unti] employment returns for 
April become available —From the Monthly 
Letter issued by the Royal Bank of Canada, 


The uncertainty of the European political 
situation remains a major factor in the world 
economic out) ook. There was some improvement 
in business activity in the United Kingdom dur- 
ing January oan a decline in unemployment in 
February may indicate some further improve- 
ment in prospect. Industrial production in the 
Csled States appears to be about in balance 

with prevailing consumption and the slight de- 
cline in activity during the first two months of 
the year was probably the result of over expan- 
sion in certain industries in the late months of 
1938 and the consequent necessary lowering of 
inventories. The level of international whole- 
sale prices has shown little change since the be- 
ginning of the year—The Economic Analyst,

The urge to make speeches is very strong in 
some men. I've known men who couldn't be 
bought with money, but who'd risk their own 
futures and the security of their families for the 
chance to strike an heroic pose and utter some 
ringing phrases on the platform. It’s more than 
food and drink to them. Particularly is this 
strong in the messianic types—the men who want 
to acclaim themselves as leaders of a new era, 
teachers of the mysteries and saviours of their 
fellows, Hitler couldn't answer the pointed 
questions that President Roosevelt addressed to 
him without calling the Reichstag, having loud 
speakers placed in every nook and corner of the 
Reich and bidding everyone stop and listen to 
him. He not only omitted to send a reply to the 
American president, but after two hours and 
seventeen minutes of tears and postures, apos- 
trophes and denunciations, leaves his hearers in 
doubt as to what exactly he means. 

The impulse that impels a man who could 
easily dictate a polite and straightforward reply, 
to strut and fume, bellow and rave, threaten and 
protest on a public platform, is a symptom of 
megalomania.

He has made the people 
of the Reich suffer and like it, to assemble armies 
and engines of war ten times larger than are 
aeeded for defense. He has plundered the Jews 
to raise money, masking his spoliation by absurd 
racial theories, And now at the peak of his pre- 
paration, after preliminary victories against 
small neighbors, defenseless against his armies 
and air fleets, he sees the democracies that the 
Hohenzollern might could not conquer in 1914- 
18, prepared to take up the challenge once again. 

It's now or never for him. Each week sees 
his preliminary advantage of acrial strength 
being overtaken. The democracies are prepared 
to bear whatever pain they must at first, know- 
ing they will throttle him in the end, It’s the 
old western challenge of “Put up or shut up.” 
He must either risk his fate by action, with the 
risk that he will be deserted by Mussolini and die 
at the hands of his own people when their first 
reverse occurs, or keep spouting away to fewer 
and fewer people. 

It's a painful alternative for an oratorical 
megalomaniac. 

Winston Churchill aptly summed up the Bri- 
tish viewpoint a few minutes after Hitler had 
finished his harangue. Said he, “Hitler’s men- 
aces, if any, make the situation no worse; his 
promises can not be believed and his abuse can 
be ignored.” From being a menace, Hitler has 
become a bore.

Here's an odd aftermath of the last war. Do 
you remember the attempted bombing of Chi- 
cago Grand Opera House at a war-time benefit 
performance in 1917, when a fireman won praise 
for his coolness in seizing the bomb, tearing out 
the fuse and hurrying outside with the missile. 
A 56-year-old German, Rein- 
hold A. Faust, was seized as 
the thrower. He admitted his 
guilt and the authorship of 
several threatening letters. He was given an in- 
determinate sentence, serving 14 months before 
release. It appears he had four other bombs 
hidden away in a safe deposit box. The key to 
the box he had thrown away on arrest. When 
released he wanted to secretly destroy the 
bombs. He had no key. He could not ask the 
Safe Deposit Company to open it, for that would 
divulge his secret. He waited, year after year, 
till a couple of weeks ago when he received word 
that the Trust Company was moving its premises, 
and boxholders must take away their possessions. 
He waited, helpless, till officials opened the box 
and called the police. 

“For twenty years I have suffered, night and 
day, dreading this exposure,” pleaded the hag- 
gard 75-year-old man when arrested. He had 
paid $10 a year fental on the box for twenty 
years in the hope that his secret might go with 
him to the grave.

| to enable the prime minister to at- 
tend the coronation of George V 
and the imperial conference. The 
Conservative leader, who had been 
| fighting Sir Wilfrid for a decade, 
was, though he did not know it, 
within e few months of winning a 
| great victory at the polls and be. 
coming prime minister, in October. 
That victory was in the womb of 
time. But Mr. Borden did celebrate 
his “victory” over Sir Wilfrid by 
giving a dinner to his followers in 
the Senate and House of Commons, 
| of which he wrote in his Memoirs: 

“The prime minister's recession 
from his first intention was re- 
garded as a triumph for my tactics 
as it gav to the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party and those co-operating 
| with us an opportunity to consoli- 
date our forces and to arouse the 
country. At this dinner, which was 
a remarkably enthusiastic and con. 
fident gathering , . Mr. McBride 
and Mr, Hazen and others spoke. 
The impressions derived by the 
members on this occasion did 
much to ebate the intrigue from 
which I had suffered for nearly 
two years. My secretary was told 
| by many members of the House of 
Commons that this dinner had 
Settled the question of leadership.” 

Never thereafter was there any 
further cabal among the English- 
Speaking members of the party 
| against R. L. Borden. In the early 
years of his ministry the prime 
minister had frequent trouble with 
| his “supporters” from the province 
| of Quebec, upon whose support it

News of the Kingdom,” was delivered at the Empire theatre last night.

I caught my first glimpse of 


Christian Science when as a child I began to attend a Christian Science 
Sunday School. Since then the application of this Truth to the problems 
that have come into my life has met my every need. It is my privilege 
to introduce to you our lecturer, Mr. John Randall Dunn of Boston, 
Massachusetts, Member of The Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts, 
who will now address us on “Christian Science: The Good News of The 


Kingdom.”

AY I ask you to let your 
thought go back in human 
history nearly two thousand years, 
or, to be exact, to about the year 
31 of the Christian era, An extra- 
ordinary thing was happening in 
Palestine, a country lying on the 
eastern shores of the Mediterran- 
ean. 


A young Preacher had just finish- 
ed a discourse which was destined 
to be known as the greatest sermon 
of all time—the Sermon on the 
Mount, as it has since been called. 
In this discourse he set forth, simp- 
ly and directly, spiritual rules and 
laws for the attainment of health 
and happiness. 


Then, to the amazement of his 
hearers and of the inhabitants of 
the region in which he appeared, 
he proceeded to demonstrate the 
truth and practicability of these 
rules—in other words, to practice 
what he had just been preaching. 
Here, yesterday as today, was a 
sight unfamiliar to mortal eyes—an 
idealist practically demonstrating 
the truth of his idealism! 

First, this remarkable young 
Preacher healed a leper; then, with- 
Out personally visiting the servant 
of a centurion, he spoke the word 
which restored him to health 
Shortly after, he stilled a violent 
storm at sea, then healed a 
demoniac, then a palsied bedridden 
man, then a maiden who had pass- 
ed on, then two blind men. In fact, 
the Bible sums up his activities fol- 
lowing the Sermon on the Mount 
thus: “And Jesus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
Synagogues, and preaching the gos- 
pel of the kingdom, and healing 
every sickness and every disease 
among the people.” 

The Gospel of the Kingdom 

“The gospel of the kingdom”! The 
good news of what kingdom? Was 
this preacher the ambassador of 
some earthly rival of the Roman 
Empire? No, in the chapter follow- 
ing that from which I have been 
quoting, Christ Jesus refers to this 
kingdom as “the kingdom of 
heaven;” and, he instructs his stu- 
dents to proclaim that this kingdom 
is at hand. It will probably be con- 
ceded by religionist and non-re- 
ligionist alike, that the term 
“heaven” has forever been associ- 
ated with a state of being at once 
blissful and harmonious. 

That the kingdom of heaven re- 
ferred to by the Master includes the 
promise of deliverance from all in- 
harmony, is evidenced in Jesus’ 
next injunction, “Heal the sick, 
cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, 
east out devils.” That the kingdom 
cannot be defined geographically is 
proved in the great Teacher's later 
statement that the kingdom of God 
‘is 
mental, a state of consciousness. 
Therefore, the good news of the 
kingdom of heaven is, that mortals 
do not have to die to taste harmony 
of mind and body; that the Father® 
plan for His children includes peace 
of mind, freedom from fear and 
anguish, and dominion over sin and 
disease, here and now. 


Has Christianity Preached Heaven 
at Hand? 


In the light of this clear, definite 
teaching, how can one explain the 
failure of professing Christians +o 
preach and to practice what might 
well be called one of the most im- 
portant points of the Saviour’s mes- 
sage—the ushering into human 
hearts of heaven, harmony, and the 
consequent healing of sickness as 
wel! as of sin? Like many other 
children reared in Christian homes, 
I received from loving parents and 
earnest Sunday school teachers 
what they considered, I am sure, 
sound Christian doctrine. 

But was I taught the glad tidings 
that I could taste heaven today if 
I followed the Master's rules? 
was not, Heaven was a future state 
of bliss which might be attained in 
the afterlife, and again it might not, 
Christian healing? Yes, there was 
a brief mention of such a thing in 
a prayer we used to offer. It pro- 
ceeded on this wise: that God, in 
His infinite wisdom, had seen fit 
to send the affliction to His child, 
and we earnestly implored Him to 
reconsider the matter and raise the 
sufferer to health; or else—and | 
can recall how I used to shudder 
Over that awful “or else’!—-take the 
sick one to his heavenly home. 

Of course, from one standpoint, 
this was a safe prayer to offer, for 
whatever seemed to thappen, one 
might say that the prayer was an- 
swered, But do we find a warrant 
in Jesus’ teachings and practice for 
such a prayer? When the leper be- 
sought him for healing did the 
Master utter one “or else"? “Lord, 
if thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean,” pleaded the afflicted one. 
Promptly came the joyous, unway- 
ering assurance from one who knew 
the will of a good God for His ch.l- 
dren: “I will: be thou clean.” 


Mrs. Eddy's Love for the Christian 
Church 

Now the broad-minded Christian 
must ever be mindful of the 
glimpses of Truth to be found in 
practically every creed, and he 
should be deeply grateful for them 
How thankful, for instance,

| from the Congregational fold there 
| came a follower of Christ Jesus in 
the person of our beloved Leader, 
who was destined to weave into one 
seamless robe the truths taught by 
every Christian church, and, best 
of all, to restore to the garment of 
Christianity the lost element of 
Christ-healing. 


Mary Baker Eddy, the revered 
Discoverer and Founder of the Sci- 
}ence of Christianity, loved the 
| Christian church. She has written 
(Message for 1901, p. 31): “Among 
the lig of blessings infinite I count 
these dear: Devout orthodox par- 
ents; my early culture in the Con- 
gregational Church; the daily Bible 
reading and family prayer; my 
| cradle hymn and the Lord's Prayer, 
| repeated at night; my early associa- 
tion with distinguished Christian 
clergymen. . . . I became early a 
child of the Church, an eager lover 
and student of vital Christianity.” 

But this child was an independ- 
ent thinker, ever a true Christian 
Protestant. This was manifested at 
the age of twelve, when, at an ex- 
amination of candidates for church 
membership, the child protested 
against the Calvinistic decree of 
predestination—the doctrine that 
some are saved whilst others are 
damned. One can but remember 
here another memorable instance 
when a child was found in the tem- 


ple in the midst of the doctors, 
hearing them and asking them 
questions! 


While loving all the good in the 
Christian church, Mary Baker Ed- 
dy early began questioning the ab- 
sence of the healing enjoined by 
Jesus, Why were not Christian peo- 
ple following the explicit commands 
of the Master to preach heaven at 
hand and to heal the sick? History 
shows that Christian healing was 
practiced long after the disciples 
and others who had known Jesus 
had passed from mortal view. And 
did not the Master say that those 
who believed on him were to do his 
works? 


Mrs, Eddy’s Healing Experience 


The restoration of this vital part 
of the ministry of Christ Jesus thus 
became the motif of the mighty 
| symphony of Mrs. Eddy’s lifework. 
We find her seeking this spiritual 
healing throughout the years—in- 
vestigating this method, discarding 
that. But the answer came definite- 
ly, in 1866, when apparently at 
death’s door she turned to her Bible 
and opened to the ninth chapter of 
Matthew’s Gospel. As she read and 
pondered the story of the healing of 
the man sick of the palsy, the spir- 
itual truth which banished that 
man’s sin and sickness raised her 
up from her sick-bed. Into a heart 
yearning for spiritual light, and 
prepared therefor by years of 
Christian prayer and living, began 
to dawn the rays of divine truth

What Did Mrs. Eddy Discover? 

Now what did Mrs, Eddy discover 
that had not been known before? 
Let us turn to her words in “Miscel- 
laneous Writings” (p, 24). Referring 
to her healing she writes; “That 
short experience included a glimpse 
of the great fact that I have since 
tried to make plain to others, name- 
ly, Life in and of Spirit; this Life 
being the sole reality of existence. 
I learned that mortal thought 
evolves a subjective state which it 
names matter, thereby shutting out 
the true sense of Spirit.” Then later 
she adds (p. 25): “In divine Science 
it is found that matter is a phase of 
error, and that neither one really 
exists, since God is Truth, and All- 
in-all, Christ's Sermon on 
human needs, confirms this con- 
clusion.” 

Philosophers down through the 
centuries have glimpsed the fact 
that what is termed matier is but 
externalized thought, Many relig- 
ionists have wrestled with what 
seemed to them is the contradictory

Since the First Cause is good,| 
then everything proceeding from) 
this Cause must be good—must 
be real, existent in Truth, What, | 
then, can be said of that which is 
not good, that which is sick, sinful, 
discordant? Christian Science avers 
that being unlike good it is un-real, | 
without cause, law, presence, or 
power. It is therefore the absence 
of the real, and can be dealt wiin) 
only as you would deal with any) 
absence—darkness, for instance. Is 
darkness something, or the absence 
of something? How do you get rid 
of it—by doing anything to it, by| 
examining it, or endeavoring to find, 
out where it came from? No, one 
just turns on the light. Many people 
appear to spend precious moments | 
vainly seeking the origin of evil.) 
How could a good God, they ask,! 
cause or even permit evil? If God 
made everything good, whence 
came the sickness, the sin? 


The moment the truth dawns on 
one that that which he js trying to} 
trace is the absence of something, | 
and not the presence of something, 
at that moment should his quest 
cease, You cannot find the origin 
of an absence. Can you trace the | 
history of Jack and the Beanstalk, 
for instance? Certainly not, for you 
are dealing with a myth, that which 
has no truth or reality, 


Mrs. Eddy calmly and bravely 
sticks to her text, that all that| 
seems to oppose God, good, is the 
myth of mortal material sense; that | 
it is unreal, not happening, not tak- | 
ing place in Truth; and therefore it 
belongs not to God's kingdom and 
must disappear. Does not the} 
master-Christian confirm this when, | 
first, he calls the devil (evil) a liar! 
and the father of lies, and secondly, | 
when in the Lord's Prayer he} 
ascribes all power or reality to God, | 
Spirit, in the immortal words, “For |} 
thine is the kingdom, and the! 
power, and the glory, for ever’? 


Does the Scientist Ignore Evil? 


Does this mean that the Christian 
Scientist ignores evil? The flippant] 
charge has been made that students 
of Science airily assert that there is 
no reality in evil, and therefore | 
they can indulge in it without evil! 
effect. Nothing can be farther from | 
the truth than this. Insisting on! 
evil's powerlessness and the allness | 
of God, good, Mrs. Eddy has shown} 
humanity how everything unlike 
good may be wiped out of con-| 
sciousness—may be utterly annihil- 
ated, The student therefore loses | 
first his fear of or belief in the} 
power of evil, then his love for it 
and the suffering which results 
from belief in it; and if this does| 
not happen, he may know that he 
must gain a clearer understanding! 
of this Christly teaching. 


Judging Righteous Judgment 

Here this question may be rais 
Suppose someone is sick—"“rez 
sick,” he says. He docs not just} 
imagine it. He feels the sickness; | 
those around him see it. Does Chris- 
tian Science teach that the sick man| 
does not feel it nor his friends see, 
it? By no means! The Christian | 
Scientist agrees that the picture of 
sickness or discord may seem very 
real to the sick man and his friends; 
but to use the Master’s phrase, one 
must “judge not according to the

appearance, but judge righteous 
judgment.” In other words, just be- 
cause a thing or a situation appears 
to be real and true, it does not 
necessarily follow that it is true, 

I have stood on the deck of a 
ship and watched the sun apparent- 
ly disappear in the sea, and yet I 
knew this really was not happen- 
ing. Astronomical science had 
taught me a truth which was not) 
borne out by sense-testimony. Just 
so, does the Science of Christianity 
bid us to rest not on the objects and 
pictures drawn purely by material 
sense, but to judge righteous judg- 
ment; in other words, to strive to 
lift thought to the reality of being 
to creation as God sees it. And the 
reward of such righteous judging is 
evidenced in the healing of sickness 
and the banishing of sin. 

Let it be said here that this teach- 
ing about the unreality of evil does 
not keep the Christian Scientist 
from being a law-abiding citizen, |

An Instance of Healing Prayer 


An instance of Christian Science 
healing which came under my 
Observation some time ago illus-! 
trates the value of “judging righte. | 
ous judement’—that is, relying on 
changeless spiritual law instead of} 
material methods, in time of need 
A woman, a student of Christian 
Science, was suddenly stricken with 
the Gistressing and alarming symp 
toms of what had been medically 
diagnosed, in a previous attack, as 
ptomaine poisoning 

Just before a complete collapse, 
she managed to make known to her 
husband the seemingly desperate 
situation, and begged him to give 
her help in Christian Science. As he 
started to her side, his eye fell on » 
Bible on the table. How natural it 
is for the Christian Scientist to turn 
to this sacred Book in moments of 
stress! Opening it at random, for a 
méssage of courage and light, he 
turned to a glorious statement about 
God's omnipotent care 

Not a word passed between the 
two, but armed with the conscious 
ness of the nearness and goodness 
of God, and the powerlessness, the 
unreality of anything opposed to 
Him, he sat by the sufferer judg- 
ing righteous judgment — bearing 
witness to the spiritual truth of be- 
ing. for possibly five minutes. Sud- 
denly the silence was broken by tho 
wife, who said simply, “Oh, thank 
God, it has lifted!’ 

Within a few more minutes, s! 
reported that there was not a trace 
of suffering, inharmony, or even 
soreness left. Righteous, under- 
standing prayer had wrought what 
to the humay mind would have 
been called a miraculously quick 
healing, but which to spiritual truth 
was divinely natural. The illustri-| 
ous Dr. Alexis Carrel, in his latest 
book, “Man, the Unknown,” unhes- 
itatingly subscribes to the fact that 
prayer has healed a variety of dis- 
eases. Referring to such healing | 
he states; “The only condition indis- 
pensable to the occurrence of the! 
phenomenon is prayer, But there is 
no need for the patient himself to! 
pray, or even to have any religious 
faith. It is sufficient that someone 
around him be in a state of prayer 
Such facts are of profound signifi- 
cance. They show the reality of cer- 
tain relations, of still unknown na-| 
ture, between psychological and or- 
Banic processes. They prove tlie} 
objective importance of the spirit-| 
ual activities, which hygienists, 
physicians, educators and sociolog- | 
ists have almost neglected to study 
They open to man a new world” 
(p. 149). 


Basis of Christian Science Prayer | 
Let us here consider briefly the| 
basis of the healing prayer of 
Christian Science. First, what 
our concept of God? To whom or 
what are we praying? Do we have | 
a picture of a human being before | 
us—cne who must be pleaded with| 
or argued with, one who arbitrarily | 
might be withholding good or jus- 
tice from His children? If so, the) 
very basis of our prayer is faulty. | 
Christ Jesus taught us that God i: 
Spirit, the opposite of the material; | 
that He is a loving Father who is in 
heaven; in other words, God who is 
everlastingly harmonious and the 
Giver only of good and harmony to | 
His children. At no time does the 
Master indicate that this good God 
is the author of discord or disease 
In fact, on one notable occasion he! 
definitely states that a certain af-| 
flicted woman was bound by Satan, | 
not by God; and what is Satan but | 
ignorance of God—another absence! | 


Gaining Spiritual Sense of Man 

Now how did this beneficent! 
creator fashion man? As we have 
been laboring under a false appre- |

So pleased were five of his 
“patients” that they ordered, not 
just one, but a pair of artificial 
eyes, 

Surprising though if seems, it 
takes Mr. Danz, on an average, 
only 30 minutes to turn out a fin- 
ished job, 


STARTS AT NINE 

Entering the trade when he was 
just nine years old, Mr, Danz has 
worked at it for the past 20 years, 
He travels to all parts of the con- 
tinent, leaving his New York head- 
quarters in the Spring and Fall of 
each year. Plans are being laid for 
his return to Edmonton next 
spring. 

The art has been carried on by 
the Danz family for generations, 
being passed down from father to 
son, Asked if his work ever be- 
comes monotonous, he replied, “If 
it did I'd quit.” 

Indicative of the high nervous 
tension under which he works, piles 
of cigarette stubs were heaped in 
trays upon the table which held the 
gas jet, bits of colored glass, tools 
and a half-empty bottle of milk.
